WE, THE STUDENTS of The George Washington University, having been 
duly elected from the respective department* and empowered by the stu- 
dents of the University to establish and formulate a student government 
to act in matter* concerning the student body, do establish a student or- 
ganization to be known as the Student Council of The George Washington 
University. 

ARTICLE I 

Section 1. The name of this organization shall be the Student Council of 
The George Washington University. 

Section 2. The Student Council shall have the power to act a* an adminis- 
trative, legislative and judicial organization in matter* affecting the student 
body. All organized student activities, except those which are controlled by 
a special board or faculty committee, are under the supervision of the Stu- 
dent Council, subject to the approval of the President of the University. 
Without the consent and approval of the Student Council, no student organi- 
zation which in any way represents the University before the public, or which 

S urporta to be a University organization or organization of University stu- 
ents, except those which are controlled by a special board or faculty com" 
mittee, may use the name of the University in connection with its members 
as students. 

ARTICLE II 

Section 1. The members of this body shall be elected each year by the stu- 
dents of their respective departments as hereinafter prescribed. 

Section 2. Every department shall be entitled to at least one representa- 
tive. Every department having between seven hundred and fifty and fifteen 
hundred students enrolled therein shall be entitled to two representatives. 
Every deportment having fifteen hundred or more etudente enrolled therein 
shall be entitled to three representatives. No department shall be entitled 
to more than three representatives. 

Section 8. A student to be eligible for membership on the Student Council 
shall be enrolled in the department he seeks to represent^ shall be In good 
academic standing, and shall have completed a minimum of fifteen semester 
hours' work in this University at the time of his election, and shall have been 
elected in accordance with ARTICLE III.

the form of a reply to Representative 
Cl^ra Critchfield, debating representa- 
tive.
